House Group Says Major 
Tried to Discredit Se- 
curity Probe, Charges 


in Overpayments. 


KARST RELEASES 
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Seven and a Half Years. 


A Congressional subcommittee 
today recommended the _ court- 


martial of an Army officer for at- 
tempting to discredit security in- 
vestigations of personnel of the 
Army Finance Center here, and 
charged that overpayments of 
$157,596,000 had been made by 
the center to military dependents. 
In a prompt reply, an Army 
spokesman said the largest team 
of Army inspectors ever assem- 
bled on one job had completed an 
investigation of the overpayments. 
It had been found, he said, the 
total of unrecovered or unadjust- 
ed overpayments had been re- 
duced to $35,000,000 or one-fifth 
of 1 per cent of the 19 billion dol- 
lars handled by the center in the 
past seven and one-half years. 
Unaudited payments to depend- 
ents of service men had been or- 
dered by Congress in 1943 so that 
‘payments would not be held up 
by bookkeeping difficulties and 
thus lower the morale of troops 
overseas, he recalled. Most of the 
overpayments occurred after men 
were discharged but before the 
center was notified of the sever- 
ance from the service, he added. 


Charges in Committee Report. 

The charges were contained in 
a report of the House subcommit- 
tee of the Post Office-Civil Serv- 
ice Commission committee. The 
subcommittee is headed by Con- 
gressman Raymond W. Karst of 
St. Louis who released the report 
on filing it with the committee. 

The report, which was undocu- 
- mented insofar as places and 
dates are concerned, stated that 
“in several cases a trusted staff 
officer of the Chief of Finance, 
in collusion with the former di- 
rector of personnel, Army Finance 
Center, two employes of the cen- 
ter, and two representatives of a 
business machine company, had 
fraudulent documents placed in 
loyalty files” discrediting FBI and 
Army Intelligence investigations. 

The report quoted the Army as 
indicating that a Maj. John Ma- 
thias in collusion with former 
Personnel Director Joseph H. 
Liebman was successful in dis- 
crediting the security investiga- 
tions in support of the recom- 
mended discharge of former As- 
sistant Personnel Director Henry 
R. Lerner. 

Major Now in Pentagon. 

The Army reply said Maj. 
Mathias was now on temporary 
duty at the Pentagon and that his 
case was. being investigated 
through the Inspector General's 
office. Maj. Mathias was chief of 
the management division, Office 
of the Chief of Finance in Wash- 
ington, during the period named 
in the ‘charges.

Ghali 
said the Queen Mother was pres- 
ent when he and Princess Fa- 
thyia were wed by an appellate 
court judge in the residence of 
William F. Schweitzer.

SMITH BACKTRACKS 
ON HIS FINANCIAL 
ADVICE TO ST. LOUIS

JEFFERSON CITY, May 11 — 
Gov. Forrest Smith backtracked 
today on the advice he offered 
St. Louis last Monday for allevi- 
ating its financial plight. How- 
ever, he refused to give any indi- 
cation he would call a special 
session of the Legislature to con- 
a extension of the. earnings 
ax. 

Originally the Governor said he 
learned St. Louis banks were fill- 
ing to lend the city “all the money 
it needed at ridiculously low rates 
—less than 1 per cent.” Today 
he corrected himself to say he 
meant the banks would take a 
revenue bond issue from the city | 
at a low interest rate. 

Then Smith admitted that reve- 
nue bonds would.not help the city 
at present, because it cannot issue 
such, bonds in excess of antici- 
pated revenue, which would have 


to be used, to pay for the bonds. 
The city’s financial plight results 
from the fact that, if the earnings 
tax is not continued, expenses 
will greatly exceed income. 

In view of the acknowledged 
inadequacy of his gratuitous fi- 
nancial advice, the Governor was 
asked if he still stood by his 
statement that a special legisla- 
tive session was “highly impfob- 
able.” “No comment,” he replied.

Official States This on 
Basis of ‘Knowledge’ 
That Russians Tried to 
Pick Up Occupants. 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP)— 
The United States won’t be sur- 
prised if Moscow eventually pro- 
duces an alleged confession from 
a crew member of the American 
Navy plane lost in the Baltic 
April 8. 

A Government official in a po- 
sition to know said this today on 
the basis of what he asserted to 
be American “knowledge” that 
Russia made prompt efforts to 
salvage remnants of the plane 
and to pick up its 10 occupants, 
dead or alive. 

He said also that the United 
States “knows” the following 
facts, entirely apart from diplo- 
matic interpretations of Moscow's 
version of the incident: 

1. Four Russian fighters 
opened fire at the rear of the 
slower moving American patrol 
plane; 

2. The attack took place over 
the Baltic sea “more than 30 
miles” from the coast of Rus- 
sian-occupied territory; 

3. The plane was on fire be- 
fore it hit the water. 

Source Held Secret. 

This official said the Govern- 
ment would not reveal how it got 
this information because it would 
give vital informA&tion to Russia. 
He added he did not know 
whether the Russians had any 
success in finding the plane or its 
occupants. 

He agreed with Navy officers 
who said yesterday that the 
chance of survival for any of the 
crew members was “very remote.” 

The official recalled, however, 
that Communist authorities cus- 
tomarily wring confessions from 
political prisoners and foreigners 
involved in incidents. 

American searchers, assisted by 
the Scandinavians, have found no 
trace of the Navy crewmen in the 
Baltic and have picked up only 
pieces of equipment of types the 
plane is known to have carried. 

Suggestion by Experts. 

Although official spokesmen 
have remained silent about how 
the Government got the informa- 
tion about the Russian incident 
experienced professionals suggest 
a second radar-equipped plane 
could have been in the air over, 
the Baltic beyond the sight or easy 
pursuit range of the Russian 
fighters. Its radar could have 
picked up a reasonably accurate 
picture of what happened. 

"The United States protest to 
Russia saidthe lost plane was the 
“only American military aircraft” 
over the Baltic on April 8. 

The experts also suggested the 
attack could have been plotted by 
radar on a surface vessel or that 
it could have been “covered” by 
land-based radar. 

Scoff at Speculation. 

American officials will not offi-

“We Shall Not Be Stopped.” 

“We must go ahead,” Truman 
said, “in every part of the coun- 
try with our resource develop- 
ment work. And proceed we shall. 
We shall not be stopped by those 
who are timid or short-sighted or 
selfish. We shall not be stopped 
by discredited claims or by tat- 
tered slogans.” ; 

Truman suggested the develop- 
ment of Grand Coulee could be 
repeated with all the water re- 
sources throughout the country. 
He mentioned the Missouri basin, 
among others, but avoided direct 
comment on the Missouri River 
Authority which has been pro- 
posed to repeat the success of the 
Tennessee Valley authority. 

“The Missouri river basin,” said 
Truman, “is so large that it re- 
quires consideration of all aspects 
of resource development. From 
the high plains in the west to the 
humid areas of the lower Mis- 
souri, this basin presents perhaps 
the most complex problem of all. 

“The work that is necessary in- 
cludes extensive development of 
flood control, irrigation and pow- 
er works, as well as increased 
conservation efforts on crop range 
control.” 

Lays Down General Rule. 

Truman laid down a general 
rule that “resources that occur 
together in nature must be devel- 
oped and improved _ together.” 
This, he said, is the goal toward 
which the national Administra- 
tion is moving, not only in the 
Northwest but also in other parts 
of the country. He continued: 

“In the central valley of Cali- 
fornia we are developing great 
power resources. With the help 
of that power, we are redirecting 
the available water of the Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin rivers to 
bring about the most productive 
agricultural use. 

“In the Colorado river basin we 
are working to achieve the most 
sensible use of the very limited 
water supply, and to expand the 
power supply throughout the 
basin. 

Southwest Development. 

“Down in the Texas, Oklahoma, 
and Arkansas area, a number of 
dams are producing power, and 
others are being built. In that 
area also, as in the lower Mis- 
sissippi valley, soil conservatjon, 
flood control, drainage and navi- 
gation work is going forward. 

“In the southeastern states, we 
are moving ahead with the con- 
struction of flood control. and 
power dams on the Savannah 
river, the Roanoke, and other 
streams. In that area, also, it is 
necessary to shift land uses to 
conservation farming and to re- 
store the pine forests. 

“The northeastern part of the 
‘ountry has great possibilities for 
he development of additional 
iydro-electric power resources. 
Power from the redevelopment of 
Niagara Falls and from the St. 
Lawrence project will be nearly 
as cheap as the power out here in 
the Northwest. It is badly needed. 
We should construct these proj- 
ects as soon as possible. And 
there are also power sites on the

CHARLESTON, Mo., May 1l— 
Eskel K. Banks, unemployed 
painter, 2313 South Third street, 
St. Louis, shot and killed his wife, 
his brother-in-law, Dan Watson, 
lumber mill owner; wounded Mrs. 
Watson and then killed himself 
here last night. 

Mrs. Banks, 28 years old, a fac- 
tory worker for the Puro Co., Inc., 
2801 Locust street, St. Louis, filed 
suit for divorce at Charleston 
April 29, alleging general indig- 
nities and non-support. After the 
suit was filed, Mrs. Cecil Watson, 
a sister-in-law, related, Banks 
telephoned his wife, who was 
staying at the Dan Watson home, 
and threatened to burn the lum- 
ber mill and wipe out the Wat- 
son family. 

About 7:45 o'clock last night, 
Banks appeared at the Dan Wat- 
son home. His 8-year-old son, 
Edward Howard Banks, said: 
“There’s my Daddy.” 

Told to Get Out. 

Banks entered the living room 
and sat down. His wife walked 
toward him, saying: “Put that gun 
away and get out.” He was carry- 
ing a .25-caliber automatic pistol. 

The small boy related: “Then 
he shot my Mommy and she fell 
dowr. here in the hall. I kissed 
her and she died.” 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Dan Watson 
had telephone’ a sister, saying: 
“He’s here to kill us all.” Banks 
saw Mrs. Watson and fired at her, 
wounding her in the abdomen as 
she ran from the house. 

Then Banks walked into the 
kitchen and fired twice at Wat- 
son, wounding him in the chest 
and arm. Watson died on the 
porch. Banks ran out. Neighbors 
called Sheriff J. Ernest Scott, 
Night “olice Officer Mike Lane 
and Dr. John Dernoncourt. Banks 
returned to the house, and in the 
presence of the three men, shot 
and killed himself. 

Penned Notes on Photos. 

Pictures and a card in Banks’s 
pockets indicated he planned to 
kill his relatives and himself. 

On the back of a snapshot of 
his wife, he wrote: “May 7, 1950 
—Sorry, honey, but I have to do 
it. Bye bye.” 

On the reverse of a picture of 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Banks, he wrote: “So goodbye, 
Ma and Dad.” On the back of a 
photo of his 6-year-old daughter,

Industry in St. Louis today be-~ 
gan to feel the effects of the 
two-day-old strike of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen, which has crippled 
the operations of four major rail 
systems in most of the eastern 
half of the United States. 

The Ford Motor Co. announced 
that it will curtail production at 
its Lincoln-Mercury assembly di- 
vision at Hazlewood in St. Louis 
county because of a shortage of 
materials. The plant uses the 
New York Central Railroad—one 
of the strikebound lines—to bring 
metal from Detroit. The New 
York Central is tied up west of 
Buffalo, N.Y. 

The strike also halted move- 
ments of Pennsylvania Railroad 
trains, west of Harrisburg, Pa., 
trains of the Southern south of 
Louisville and of the Santa Fe 
west of Chicago. 

To Cut Work Week. 

Ford company officials here 
said they would usc trucks to 
bring metal to the Hazlewood 
p’ant from Detroit. But they said 
trucks would be unable to keep 
up with the plant’s requirement. 
The company, as a result, will re- 
duce the work -veek of 1500 pro- 
duction workers from six days to 
five, with further cuts expected 
if the strike drags on. 

The New York Central an- 
nounced today it has laid off 
about 100 employes in its East 
Side freight yards and will lay 
off 20 accountants in the office 
there tomorrow night. About 90 
workers who service the line's 
coaches in the yards here will be 
laid off tonight. 

The American Zinc, Lead & 
Smelting Co. has only about 10 
days’ supply of materials for its 
two East Side plants, Howard I. 
Young, president, said today. He 
said the company’s plants at 
Hillsboro and Fairmount City, II, 
and Columbus, O., were “serious- 
ly handicapped” by the strike but 
there have been no layoffs yet. 
However, the company today 
closed two of its Tennessee mines 
which are served by the Southern 
Railway. 

Pennsy to Close Offices. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad an- 
nounced today. that it will close 
its general and freight offices in 
St. Louis and East St. Louis at 
the close of business today and 
that they will remain closed for 
the duration of the strike. About 
200 employes will be laid off. 

The Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion today notified 90 mail and 
baggage handlers at Union Sta- 
tion that they will be laid off 
Monday. The company also took 
eight of its switch engines out 
of service and laid off their 
crews. 

A spokesman for the St. Louis 
office of General Motors Corp. 
said it was not certain whether 
the company’s Fisher Body di- 
vision and Chevrolet assembly 
plant here would have to curtail 
operations. 

Meanwhile, federal mediators 
remained in Chicago, apparently 
at the request of the White 
House, but no further sessions be- 
tween the carriers and the fire- 
men’s union were scheduled. It 
was at Chicago that negotiations 
to head off the strike ended in 
failure yesterday morning. There 
were later reports that Presiden- 
tial Assistant John R. Steelman 
had asked both sides to stand by 
for further conferences, perhaps 
in Washington.

OMAHA, Nebr., May 11 (AP)— 
Southeast Nebraska’s flood dead 
stood at 13 today as searchers 
still sought nine missing persons 
who were presumed dead. 

Two men drowned in southern 
Oklahoma and two in Canada. 

Most of the Nebraska victims 
were travelers, trapped by water 
that rose rapidly after torrential 
rains and cascaded across the 
countryside with the force that 
swept cars, and even a bus, from 
the roads. : 

Yesterday two farmers found 
the body of Theodore Weiss, 34 
years old, Crete (Nebr.) railroad 
employe, in a fence. A mile away 
his car was found. Later :thori- 
ties said that “there is no doubt” 
that Weiss had been accompaiied 
by a Lincoln couple, Mr. and Mrs 
John S. Wagner, missing. 

Missing in the same area were 
a Pender (Nebr.) attorney and his 
wife, Mr. and Mrs. Archie M. 
Smith. Their car had been found 
earlier. 

Also found yesterday was the 
body of Dorothy Krause, 22, Lin- 
coln. She had been one of a party 
of four en route to a Kansas 
funeral. Bodies of two others of 
the party had been recovered. 

Crowding Into Winnipeg. 

Most of the 25,000 persons left 
homeless by southern Manitoba 
flood waters were crowding today 
into stricken Winnipeg, itself a 
victim of the rampaging Red river. 

Harried Winnipeg officials have 
already appealed for the evacua- 
tion of the city’s 200,000 women 
and children. More than 2000 
persons have evacuated the city. 

A track washout near Winnipeg 


stalled a train carrying 550 flood 


evacuees, but a Navy ferry serv- 
ice began. the task of carrying 
the passengers to safety. They 
will be taken into Winnipeg. 

The waters rose steadily in the 
greater Winnipeg area, which has 
a population of 350,000.

Seven 
hours earlier she called on a 
special assistant United States 
Attorney General and offered 
information about the blasting 
of the Election Board vault and 
the theft of ballots essential to 
prosecution of vote fraud cases. 
She was seen entering and leav- 
ing the federal building and, in 
underworld circles, there were 
reports that Mrs. Bono was tell- 
ing what she knew. Two men 
in an automobile shot and killed 
her as she dozed in front of her 
fruit stand late that night. 


Carramusa was convicted of 
narcotics law violations in Febru- 
ary 1943, then became a Govern- 
ment witness against his former 
associates. After testifying, he 
went to Chicago and was. mur- 
dered there a few days later, Pre- 
sumably the murder was com- 
mitted by members of the Mafia, 
secret black-hand society, said to 
control the narcotics traffic in 
this country.

Loomis said that any rail strike 
“vitally affects the public,” 
adding: 

“A strike in no other industry 
can so quickly and so thoroughly

disaster to its economy and gen- 


eral welfare or work such havoc | 


in its defense program or its ef- 
‘forts in the world today.” 
Assails Union Tactics. 

For 10 years, the witness added, 
the Railway Labor Act has proved 
‘unable to cope with mounting 
disputes. He blamed the railway 
unions, saying they have consist- 
ently refused to accept the rec- 
ommendations of presidential fact- 
finding boards appointed under 
the act. 

Loomis noted that Congress 
passed its first railroad labor leg- 
‘islation 62 years ago, and added: 
| “The situation today and in the 
ilast 10 years has been the worst 
in history since the first attempt 
of Congress to deal with railway 
labor disputes.” 

He said the Donnell bill “may 
result in more, rather than fewer, 
agreements being made through 
collective bargaining.” 

“Under the present system,” he 
said, “it has been the policy of 
at least some of the brotherhoods 
to go through all the procedures 
provided in the Railway Labor 
Act to see what they could get, 
and after a recommendation had 
been made by a presidential board 
to reject such recommendation in 
the hope that through political 
and economic pressure they will 
be be able to get even more than 
has been recommended.”

HOUSE COMMITTEE 
CHAIRMAN BLOGKS 
HEARING ON LEWIS 


Revokes Authority to 
Subpena UMW Chief 
for Inquiry Into Charge 


of Strike ‘Signals.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP)— 
A House Labor Committee plan 
to investigate last winter’s soft 
‘coal strike collapsed today when 
Chairman Lesinski (Dem.), Mich- 
igan, revoked authority to sub- 
pena John L. Lewis and other 
witnesses. 

“Plain political cowardice,” de- 
clared Representative Jacobs 
(Dem.), Indiana, who had pro- 
posed the hearing before his 
“union democracy” subcommittee. 

Without subpena power, Jacobs 
could not proeeed with the in- 
quiry into actions of the United 
Mine Workers in connection with 
the end of the coal shutdown last 
February. 

At a showdown session of the 
full committee today, Lesinski re- 
scinded a previous order aboljsh- 
ing Jacobs’s subcommittee. But 
he nipped the proposed inquiry 
in the bud by revoking Jacobs's 
authority to issue subpenas inde- 
pendently as a subcommittee 
chairman. 

Jacobs did not challenge Le- 
sinski’s right to take this action. 
Under a House-approved resolu- 
tion of February 1949, sole sub- 
pena power was lodged with the 
Labor Committee chairman. 

Jacobs had wanted to question 
Lewis and others about the ac- 
cusations of an Illinois miner that, 
the UMW chief had engaged in 
undemocratic union practices. 

The miner claimed, among 
other things, that Lewis sent his 


striking union members “secret: 


signals” to flout a United States 
District court back-to-work order 
last February. 
| Lloyd H. Sidener, a mine 
worker at Canton, IIl., said he 
| was fined $50,000 by the union 
_and deprived of the right to work 
when he went back on the job 
after Lewis publicly called off the 
work stoppage. 

Sidener told reporters he was 
fined for allegedly trying to start 
a rival union.

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Farther West Truman Goes, 
The Nimbler His Tongue Gets 


President Asserts He Speaks Language Per- 
sons in That Area Can Understand 
— Some Examples. 


By JOSEPH DRISCOLL

ABOARD THE TRUMAN SPE- 
CIAL TRAIN, May 11—President 
Truman prides himself on his gift 
of the common tongue. Repeat- 
edly in the course of this trans- 
continental “non-political” tour, 
he has declared that he is able to 
speak a language that people out 
here in the West can understand. 
Sometimes he seems to imply 
that most persons east of the Ap- 
palachians are strangers to the 
King’s English. 

Along the Atlantic seaboard, 
Truman often is not at his best, 
but the farther west he goes the 
more he gives freedom to his nim- 
ble tongue. So far, he has not 
called his opposition any names 
unprintable in a family news- 
paper, but he has labeled them as 
old mossbacks, old fovies. penny- 
pinchers, robber barons and reac- 
tionaries. | 

Critical of Stalin. 

Truman is critical also of his 
one-time Potsdam pal, Joseph 
Stalin. Two years ago, Truman 
created a stir at a Pacifie coast 
whistlestop when he declared, “I 
like old Joe Stalin,” adding that 
Stalin meant well but was a pris- 
oner of the politburo. 
_ partment sources’ contradicted 

this and asserted Stalin was no- 
body’s prisoner, so far as they 
knew. 

This time Truman has referred 
simply to “Joe Stalin” without 
prefixing an affectionate “old,” 
and he has declared Stalin’s Rus- 
sia to be a country devoid of 
ethics or morals. 


Even those who disagree ' with 


Truman’s “politicking” find con- 
siderable flavor in his speech, 
which is seasoned with old fash- 
ioned words that come short and 
strong. 

Here is Truman talking at the 
whistlestops on a great variety of 
subjects: 

Robber Barons—‘“Never again 
will we go back to the days when 
the robber barons stuffed them- 
selves with riches, and the little 
people got just a few crumbs. 
Those days are gone forever and 
I am glad of it.” 

Russia—““We stand for some- 
thing. We stand for the moral 
well-being of the world. We have 
a system of morals which believes 
in honor and ethics and upright 
living. We are in a controversy 
with a country that has no ethics 
and no morals. Because we have 
the ethical standards that we have, 
I am just as sure as I stand rere 
that in the long run Almighty 
God is going to give us an op- 
portunity to get peace in the 
world.” 

Happy—‘“We don’t want to con- 
quer any nation, we don’t want 
to exploit anybody. We want 
everybody in the world to be 
happy, just as we are.” 

Clothes—‘‘When I left Wash- 
ington it ‘vas 92 in the shade, and 
when I got out to western Ne- 
braska and Wyoming it was snow- 
ing.

Some years ago when the Post- 
Dispatch, in coincidence and synchron- 
ism with the Cominform, started smear- 
ing Gen. Chiang Kai-shek and rooting 
for a Red victory in China, one editorial 
was thus captioned: “Is China to Be An- 
other Spain?” I replied, “Apparently 
so, for you are already on the Red 
side.”’ 

I had watched the fellow-traveler 
policy of the Post-Dispatch for a long 
time. The Reds may be wrist-slapped, 
but always too little and too late. Be- 
fore, meanwhile and after, they are the 
elite of all anti-religious rackets posing 
as “liberalism” and “democracy.” And 
these are the favorite catchwords of the 
Post-Dispatch’s anti-religious (especially 
anti-Catholic) crusades. 

I, for one, question the sincerity of 
your cartoon showing Asia afire ‘“‘While 
We Fiddle Away.” The fire was set 
with your approval and with your vio- 
lent opposition to anyone who tried to 
extinguish it, exactly like the fire that 
Gen. Franco quenched in Spain. And 
you hysterically condemn any public 
figure who would demand an investiga- 
tion in our own State Department of 
some more than probable contributors 
to the Asiatic blaze.

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The Labor Decisions 


What is notable about the Supreme Court 
decisions ‘in the new picketing and the non- 
Communist oath cases is not so much the 
conclusions teached “but that there should be 
so little dissent to them. Here is further proof 
of the change in the outlook of the nation’s 
highest tribunal, as reshaped through four 
appointments by President Truman. 

The picketing cases involved injunctions to 
ban picketing arising under statutes in Cali- 
fornia and the State of Washington. At issue 
in the California case was the right to picket 
a store to induce the owner to hire Negro 
clerks in the same proportion as the store’s 
Negro customers. Justice Frankfurter, who read 
the 8 to 0 decision in this case, rejected the 
contention that there was any violation of the 
guarantee of free speech. ‘ 

The former Harvard law professor said that 
to deny California the right to ban picketing 
in this situation would mean that there could 
be no ban of picketing “to secure proportional 
employment of ancestral groups of Hungarians 
in Cleveland, of Poles in Buffalo, of Germans 
in Milwaukee, of Portuguese in New Bedford” 
and so on “through the whole gamut of racial 
and religious concentrations in various cities.” 

But why should such picketing be banned? 
Surely we do not need to agree with ill-advised 
or even nonsensical talk in order to support 
the right of citizens to speak it if they care to. 
The test of free speech is not its rightness 
but its freeness.. So with picketing. As long as 
it is orderly, peaceful and non-obstructive, it 
should be permitted. The American people. can 
be depended on to decide whether the appeal 
borne by pickets makes sense or is so much 
moonshine. If they think the message of the 
pickets is ridiculous, it is a simple matter for 
patrons to ignore them. 

The same holds for the case from the State 


of Washington, in which Justice Minton upheld 


an injunction against picketing designed to 
cause an employer to bring his employes into 
a union. If people regard this as an unreason- 
able demand, they do not need to be influenced 
by it in the least. They do not need to pay 
any more attention to such an appeal on the 
umbrella of a picket than on the page of a 
newspaper. 

To Chief Justice Vinson’s lengthy opinion up- 
holding the non-Communist oath provision of 
the Taft-Hartley Act there was only one all-out 
dissenter, Justice Black. Justices Douglas, Clark 
and Minton did not participate and Justices 
Jackson and Frankfurter, though joining in the 
result, dissented in part. Justice Jackson, for 
example, agreed that overt membership in the 
Communist party was a proper test for Congress 
to apply to union officials who wished to use 
the NLRB, but held that the oath could not test 
belief unconnected with any overt act. 

It remained for Justice Black alone to speak 
in the great tradition of the late Justice Holmes: 

Religious and political test oaths are 
implacable foes of free thought. By approv- 
ing their imposition, this court has injected 
compromise into a field where the First 

Amendment forbids compromise. 

Were the late Justices Rutledge and Murphy 
on the bench, Justice Black doubtless would 
have had company in this view. In any event, 
it is regrettable that this dangerous precedent 
is handed down at a time when labor unions 
have so largely scrubbed themselves clean of 
any Communist taint. As long as three years 
ago, Senator Taft himself opposed applying the 
test to union officers who had been Communists. 
And no less a person than FBI .Director J. 
Edgar Hoover has opposed driving the so-called 
subversive party groups underground by out- 
lawing them. 

Citizens who cherish the Bill of Rights count 
on the Supreme Court to protect our great 
freedoms when they are at stake in constitu- 
tional cases. .Are we to conclude that the 
Supreme Justices themselves are yielding before 
the current wave of hysterical fear? 
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Mr. Barkley Lends a Hand 


Vice President Barkley has done his best to 
bring St. Louis closer to the time when its 
downtown riverfront will be a landscaped 
memorial to history, instead of an eye-sore in 
which the city has a heavy investment and no 
return, financial, esthetic or otherwise. 

Mr. Barkley says it is important that work 
on the Jefferson Memorial project go forward. 
The Viee President is chairman of the United 
States Territorial Expansion Memorial Com- 
mission, so his advice should have weight with 
the House committee now considering a bill to 
authorize the memorial. Committee Chairman 
Regan of Texas himself terms the bill “almost 
a must.” 

To St. Louis, the bill certainly seems a 
“must.” For two decades the riverfront project 
has been under discussion. For one decade 
St. Louis has had an unglorified vacant lot on 
the riverfront instead of a memorial to the 
nation’s westward expansion. The war, which 
interrupted progress, is four years past. The 
city has made $7,500,000 available for the federal 
memorial and has made direct donations to it. 

The Federal Government is committed to the 
project. It is time that it carried out its 
obligation. 
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For a Charter Vote on Nov. 7 

The Board of Aldermen has received the pro- 
posed new city charter with an immensé amount 
of silence. The Freeholders filed the document 
more than a month ago with the request that it 
be submitted to the voters within 60 days. This 
decision is up to the Aldermen. Since they al- 
lowed half of the time to pass by without making 
up their minds, Chairman Tucker of the Free- 
holders was eminently justified in asking them: 
How about it? And the Aldermen settled noth- 
ing by putting the date up to the Freeholders, 
subject’ to aldermanic approval. 

This lack of interest on the part of the Alder- 
men is a pretty clear indication that the poli- 
ticlans are not soing to work very hard for the 
adoption of the charter, if indeed many of them 
will not be working against it. This puts an 
extra burden on the Freeholders. Having drawn 
up the new charter, they must now make sure 
that it will be properly presented to the voters 
of St. Louis. 

In this, they certainly should have the help of 
a distinguished citizens’ committee. Such a 
committee, howeve;y. cannot very well be formed 
before it is known at least when the issue is to 
g0 to the voters. So the Aldermen should settle 
this point as soon as they possibly can. 

It is by now too late to consider a special elec- 
tion in June. Quite aside from the expense in- 
volved, there is not time enough to organize a 


proper pro-charter campaign. That leaves the 


Aug. 1 primary and the Nov. 7 general election 

as possible dates for the charter vote. Of the 

two, Nov. 7 is, in our opinion, the better time. 
Missouri's August primaries always have been 


unfortunate. Many voters are away at this high 
point of the vacation season, and it is relatively 
easy for the politicians to have their way with 1 
small turnout of the party faithful. The more 
voters go to the polls, the more independents 
will be ‘marking ballots, and the greater the vote 
for the charter. 

So the Aldermen should set the Nov. 7 date 
for the decision. They should do this soon be- 
cause St. Louis voters need to be well informed, 
and they can’t be if things are allowed to drift 
until the last minute. — 


Economy vs. Tax Loopholes 

In voting a billion dollar cut in government 
expenditures, the House has recognized the 
seriousness of the national budget problem. This 
cut will not balance the budget, but it can help 
to check the drift toward fiscal irresponsibility 
discussed in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion 
by Richard, L. Strout of the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

The difficulty is that economies on the expen- 
diture side of the budget, even if confirmed by 
the Senate, may yet be wiped out by unwise tax 
policy on the revenue side. 

The House Ways and Means Committee has 
tentatively voted to reduce excise taxes by 
more than a billion dollars, as compared with 
President Truman’s recommended cut of $655,- 
000,000. - 

The principle of most excises is economically 
unsound, and the wartime rates are certainly 
excessive in many cases. Some cuts are called 
for, but they should be held within reasonable 
limits at this time. 

What seems to have been forgotten is that in 
recommending these reductions Mr. Truman 
strongly urged that they be made 

to the extent, and only to the extent, that 

the resulting loss in revenue is replaced by 

revenue obtained from closing loopholes in 
the present tax laws. 

The President, in his tax message of Jan. 23, 
mentioned three loopholes in particular: the ex- 
cessive depletion allowances which have been 
granted for many years to oil drillers and mine 
operators; the abuse of tax exemptions granted 
to educational and charitable organizations; the 
quirk in the tax laws which permitted life insur- 
ance companies to escape payment of income 
taxes in recent years. 

So far, action has been taken only on a bill to 
remedy the life insurance tax situation—and that 
would produce revenue of less than $100,000,000. 

In case there is any doubt about what the 
President meant, we quote further from his tax 
message of last site 6 

I wish to make it clear that I could not 
approve excise tax reductions unless they 
were accompanied by provision for replace- 
ment of the revenue lost. ... 

Clearly, those words point to a veto if Con- 
gress comes up with a billion-dollar excise cut 
and fails to provide substitute revenue. More 
than ever, Congress needs a budget procedure 
under which taxes and spending are considered 
together rather than in separate compartments. 
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17 Days 

On the night of May 27+28, 1947, a safe in the 
Kansas City Election Commissioners’ office was 
blasted and vital evidence in the 1946 Demo- 
cratic primary vote frauds was stolen.

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Firemen’s Warning 

Railroad firemen have been given a warning 
of what may be in store for them and other 
laboring men if the strike against four major 
railroads is prolonged. Senator Donnell has 
asserted that the strike emphasizes the need 
for his bill banning strikes on railroads or 
airlines. | 

That is not all. Railroad officials are urging 
Congress to pass the Donnell bill. If the strike 
continues, pressure for an anti-strike law, which 
might be extended to other industries, un- 
doubtedly will increase. 

The firemen do not have much of a case to 
present to the public in this instance. Their 
principal demand—placing an additional fire- 
man on multiple unit diesel locomotives— 
already has been considered twice and rejected 
twice by public boards of inquiry. In the 
absence of authoritative and disinterested evi- 
dence to the contrary, it looks as though feather- 
bedding rather than safety is the union’s goal. 

In their own as well as the public’s welfare, 
the firemen should go back to work. They are 
running serious risk of having their right to 
strike taken away from them altogether. If 
that were to happen, then the merits of the 
case would not matter. 
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Nige Dirt on the Door Step 

This is the time of year when gardeners wish 
their soil could be enriched with woods loam or 
other good topsoil. Such soil can now be had 
for the very little trouble of scraping it up and 
carting it home from the riverfront. Old Man 
River has brought it down from farms up the 
Missouri valley and deposited it on the levee’s 
cobblestones. When will men who live in the heart 
of America come to realize how much of their 
wealth washes away each year because of\ their 
failure to join in reforestation, contour plow- 
ing, crop planning and other measures to hold 
rain water on the land for which the heavens 
intend it?

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From Laramie to Shanghai 


When President Truman announced at the 
former frontier outpost of Laramie. Wyo., that 
the Administration is seeking ways to send food 
to famine-stricken China, it was more than a 
measure of the distance America and the world 
have traveled in two generations. 

It was also welcome reassurance that all ave- 
nues for combating Soviet imperialism are being 
explored. The offer should be made, and with 
the widest possible publicity. 

For it would be an effective, though perhaps 
small, demonstration of our belief in the im- 
portance of individual men. The Kremlin, on 
the other hand, thinks so little of the starvation 
of Chinese that it sends food from China to 
Russia. 

Were the Chinese Communists to accept 
American food, there would seem to be no way 
by which they could prevent recipients from 
learning the source. And even if the offer 
were not accepted, news of it would get to at 
least some influential and highly-placed Chinese, 
and to non-Communist Asia as well. In any 
event, Americans could rejoice in the knowledge 
that they had done everything they could do 
to save the lives of some of their fellow men.

Piggy-Bank Budget System 


Despite deficits, our Government has never had a responsible 
budget system, writer says; British budget is left to authority of ex- 
ecutive; here neither Congress nor President is fully responsible for 
finances, and pork barrel politics survives all economy efforts.

One of the biggest stories in Washington 
today is so familiar, so old and so inacces- 
sible to fundamental correction that it 
sometimes seems hardly worth while tak- 
ing up. The reporter sighs heavily at the 
futility and uselessness of raising the mat- 
ter. And yet conscience makes him refer 
to it. 

The nation faces a prospective new def- 
icit of between seven and 10 billion dol- 
lars, following this year’s deficit of $5,400,- 
000,000. There is no responsible budget 
in America today, 
and never has been, 
and no machinery 
worth the name for 
dealing with the mat- 
ter. America is going 
to plod on with a 
horse-and-buggy fis- 
cal mechanism in a 
jet-propelled age. 

Contrast Britain 
and America. Britain 
is desperately, mag- 
nificently struggling Paul H. Douglas 
out of the postwar financial burden. Brit- 
ain h- pr ually balanced its budget. 
How has it been able to do this? Because 
Britain, like other parliamentary countries, 
has a responsi Fudget. 


The British Labor party teeters on a 
political razor edge, but the essence of the 
drab, grim budget of vegetarian Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps is that it made no concession 
to political expediency. Why was this? Be- 
cause Britain has a responsible budget sys- 
tem. The budget policy is laid down by 
the executive; the Parliament has the right 
to change it but if it does so it precipitates 
a national election on which the Govern- 
ment stands or falls. 


Separation of Powers 


Under this system everybody knows ex- 
actly who is responsible for making fis- 
cal ends meet. The terrible responsibility 
of economic planning is only second in 
the modern day to that of military planning. 
Britain has an efficient system of han- 
dling both; the United States has military 
mechanism all right but on the budget side 
its system would make a child hoarding 
pennies in a piggy-bank blush in scorn. 


Under the American system of separa- 
tion of powers neither the President nor 
Congress is responsible for the budget. Mr. 


Truman asked Congress not to make the 
five billion postwar tax slash. The leg- 
islature went ahead and enacted it over 
his third veto. On Jan. 23 last, Mr. Tru- 
man made his tax proposals. There is no 
indication that Congress will follow them. 

Hard-pressed Britain has balanced its 
budget because it is a matter of life-and- 
death. America, in the midst of one of the 
greatest booms in history, is expanding its 
deficit in a style the profligacy of which 
may ultimately do gleeful Moscow’s work 
for it. 

There is every temptation before the fall 
election for Congress to make political 
capital out of higher expenditures. By the 
same token, the mention of higher taxes 
is regarded as political suicide. Since there 
is constitutional separation of powers, it 
never has been possible for either the ex- 
ecutive or the legislature to force the oth- 
er to agree on a fixed balance of income 
and outgo. 


As Defense Costs Rise 


Let me go over a few recent incidents. 
Practically alone, Senator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois sought to cut in half the $1,500,- 
000,000 “pork barrel” rivers-and-harbors 
bill. He was hooted down. Over in the 
House, meanwhile, members saw an oppor- 
tunity for getting votes by restoring a 
$279,000,000 veterans’ hospital cutback, for 
facilities the ‘Veterans Administration says 
it doesn’t need. The House did not even 
bother to take a roll call in passing it. 

Meanwhile there is bad financial news: 
federal revenue from existing taxes isn’t 
coming up to earlier guesses. The Budget 
Bureau has had to raise the initial deficit 
estimate from $5,100,000,000 to $6,200,- 
000,000. The gloomier congressional] staff 
of tax experts puts the new guess at $7,300,- 
000,000. 

But all this time the prospective defense 
costs are mounting. And simultaneously 
the House has been voting to cut excise 
taxes, not increase them, with a prospec- 
tive billion dollar decline now proposed. 

Is America really serious in waging the 
cold war, Europeans ask, when it won't 
vote the taxes to pay the bills? At the 
same time every request for adequate for- 
eign aid is met by opponents with the point 
that the deficit is already overpowering. 
Should a reporter point these matters out 
or just shrug them off as nearly everyone 
here in Washington seems to do?

Genius of Frans Hals 


FRANS HALS: THE CIVIC GUARD GROUP PORTRAITS, 
introduction by H. P. Baard. (English Edition Pre- 
pared by C. H. Peacock.) (Macmillan, $6.50.) 
Frans Hals was one of the great portrait 

painters of all time. Against the rich 

background of seventeenth century Dutch 
realism, his art stands out with a vibrant 
glow. It brought him renown in his time, 

and produced, two centuries later, a 

marked effect on modern art. St. Louis- 

ans will recall his “Portrait of a Young 

Woman,” which, lent by the Taft Museum 

of Cincinnati to our City Art Museum in 

1947, was one of the most popular pictures 

in the Forty Masterpieces Exhibition. 

One need not be a connoisseur to enjoy 
the first Elsevier collection of 54 large 
photographic plates, showing the six Civic 
Guard Portrait Groups of the Frans Hals 
Museum. Printed in The Netherlands 
with an introduction by H. P. Baard, cura- 
tor of the Frans Hals Museum in Haarlem, 
this English edition 
will delight the stu- 
dent and the special- 
ist. Yet a glance at 
the monochrome re- 
productions of the 
magnificent figure 
groups, and even 
more so, perhaps, at 
the colored enlarge- 
ments of detail, 
opens to anyone a 
fascinating view of 
the human and ma- 
terial splendor of 
seventeenth century 
Holland. From the 
faces of the several 
militia officers portrayed in each painting, 
one knows their qualities as men; from 
their clothes, one recalls the extravagance 
of Cavalier dress; from the pictorial back- 
grounds, one derives knowledge of his- 
toric details, of weapons, of rooms and 
houses, of banquet appointments, and the 
table manners of a boisterous bourgeois 
age. 

Not the least of such interest for this 
reviewer concerns the typical seventeenth 
century glassware indicated by the goblets 
shown on the banquet tables of the Offi- 
cers of St. George and St. Hadrian, whom 
Hals painted in three groups. in 1616 
and 1627—a period when the Dutch were 
pre-eminent in the art of glassblowing. Of 
the painting, ohe feels that no finer de- 
lineation of textures, of light falling on 
many different objects, exists, even in 
Dutch art. 

Mr. Baard’s text furnishes concise data 
on the persons portrayed and on their civic 
function in Haarlem. It includes technical 
information on restorations and on the 
present state of the canvases. With econ- 
omy of words and skillful photography, 
this book brings in a measure the experi- 
ence of seeing, as in the full-scale originals, 
the genius of Frans Hals.

Arturo Toscanini’s first trans- 
continental tour with the National 
Broadcasting Co. Symphony Or- 
chestra will bring the conductor 
here next Monday at 8:15 p.m. at 
the Fox Theater, 527 North Grand 
boulevard. 


The concert here, the only one 
to be presented in Missouri, is 
one of 20 scheduled on a six-week 
itinerary from New York to San 
Francisco. Toscanini is making 
an average of three appearances 
a week with the orchestra.

The language of this sentence 
was at least 100 years old when 
the founding fathers used it in 
the American Constitution. It is 
'taken from the English Bill of 
Rights which was enacted by 
Parliament after the revolution 
of 1689. Section 9 of this famous 
English statute declares that free- 
dom of speech and debate or pro- 
ceedings in Parliament “ought 
not to be impeached or ques- 
tioned in any court or place out 
of Parliament.”

‘Some English History. 


Neither the American Constitu- 
tion of 1789 nor the English Bill 
'of Rights of 1689 says that a leg- 
‘islator shall not be questioned— 
‘that is to say held accountable— 
for what he says in the Congress 
or in the Parliament. The Amer- 
ican document says he cannot be 
questioned “in any other place” 
and the English document says he 
cannot be questioned “out of Par- 
liament.” 


The meaning of these words be- 
come quite clear when we look 


them. During the struggle be- 
tween the Stuart kings and their 
Parliaments, the king often at- 
tempted to intimidate members of 
the House of Commons. The great

John Eliot, Denzil Hollis and Ben- 
jamin Valentine—were arrested, 
brought before the Court of 
King’s Bench, and given severe 
penalties for their speeches in the 
House of Commons.

No Special Privilege. 


The manifest intent of the Eng- 
‘lish Bill of Rights and of the 
| American Constitution was not to 
make McCarthy immune to the 
laws of the land. He is subject 
to all the laws of the land. He 
‘himself has no special privileges 
whatsoever. The special privilege 
is in the Senate—to be the only 
body which can question, judge 
and punish a Senator for a speech 
which violates the law. 

The Constitution does not sus- 
pend any of the laws for the 
benefit of a Senator. The Consti- 
tution says that when the alleged 
offense is a speech in the Senate, 
the Senate and not the courts 
| have jurisdiction of the offense. 
| The proof that the Senate has 

jurisdiction in regulating the 
_speech of Senators is to be found 
‘in the rules of the Senate. Rule 
| XIX says that “no Senator in de- 
'bate shall, directly, or indirectly, 
'by any form of words impute to 
| another Senator or to other Sen- 
ators any conduct or motive une 
worthy or unbecoming a Senator” 
and also that “no Senator shall 
refer offensively to any state of 
the Union.” 


 Senaneciel Self-Protection. 


It is true that in Rule XIX the 
Senate has limited the freedom

OME day a major league club 

owner, lroking around for a 

manager, may decide to give 
.‘ominic Joseph .Mike) Ryba a 
charce. If that ever happens, 
we believe that Mike will make 
good. He’s a little rough around 
the edges, but hes conscien- 
tious, he’s studieau baseball all 
his adult life. he’s a fair country 
home-spun psych bogist, and in 
the minors he has shown he 
has a way with young ballplay- 
ers. And inthe ne: few years 
young ballplayers are going to 
b:y to take over in the majors 
in. a big way. 


Walter Dropo, moving from 
Louisville te Beeston to replace 
the injured Bill Goodman, de- 
lighted the Red “ox by mash- 
ing the ball and especially by 
showing anew asset, the ability 
to pass '» bad pitches. He at- 
tribute! his improvement to 
Mike Ryba, who had giten him 
lons extra hours of drilling in 
the batting cage. 


We were chatting with Mike 
the other day. He is managing 
the Louisvil'e club of the Amer- 
ican Association, and was in 
Louisville during Derby week. 
Horse people were all around, 
,but Mike talkeu nothing but 
baseball. During the conversa- 
tion he mentioned Harry Dor- 
ish, the right-handed pitcher 
later acquired by the Browns. 


“It’s none of my business,” 
Mike said, “but I can’t under- 
stand why they’re not using Dor- 
ish. I wish they’d give him 
back to me if they don’t want 
him. He's ~ fine relief pitcher, 
but you can't be inactive for 
two or three weeks and then 
expect to be sharp on the 
mound. Dorish has got a lot 
on the ball.” 

Apparent.y Bill DeWitt  be- 
lieved that way, too. He said 
he had been following Dorish 
and wantin: him for a long 
time. 


Ryba Believes in 


Building Confidence. 


4¢¥ T doesn’t help your con- 
fidence, either, to be 
passed up clutch after 
clutch,” Iron Mike continued. 
“Like young McDermott. You. 
know I had him in the minors. 
And I told them at Boston that 
the kid had it. When I was 
managing Scranton I had Mc- 
Dermott. One night we got 
into a tight spot, with the 
bases filled, score tied, and 
nobody out. I signalled for 
McDermott. Some of the older 
players on the team shook their 
heads and squawked. 
Didn't I know McDermott was 
wild? Didn’t I want to win this 
ball game? I told ‘em sure I 
wanted to win. That’s why I. 
wanted McDermott. McDermott 
was the only man I had who I 
knew was good enough to 
strike out a couple of men and. 
get us out of that jam. If 
somebody hit a long fly we were 
sunk. Well, the kid struck out 
two men and got the next one 
on a pop fly. In a later inning 
we won the game. Without 
McDermott we couldn't have 
won that one.” 


Somebody mentioned Ken 
Johnson and the fact that the 
Cardinals finally had given up 
hope that the young man would 
learn control. 


“There's usually a reason for 
wildness,” Mike commented. 
“I don’t believe you have to 
give up on a kid, just because 
he’s wild, if he has the speed 
and the stuff. Take the case 
of McDermott. I studied him 
and found there were two 
things he did that made him 
wild. He. either locked him- 
self against his shoulder or he 
threw too far outside.” 


This sounded a little compli- 
cated. Would Mike _ please 
elucidate? 


“Maybe I don’t make my- 
self clear all the time,” Mike 
apologized. “But here's what I 
mean.’ And Mike demon- 
strated. “Instead of striding 
straight ahead, or in the case 
of a left-handed pitcher, a 
little bit toward the right, he 
crosses that front foot too far 
to the left. See what I mean? 
Then you've locked yourself 
against following through. You 
can't have a smooth motion.” 

Try it some time and you'll 
see what Mike meant. 

And how about that pitching 
too far outside? 


“I mean a pitcher should 
throw so his arm, going down 
and forward, is as close as pos- 
sible to his own head. Keep 
that arm close to the body. 
Many a time McDermott got 
wild. I'd go out and say, ‘Now 
let's figure this out. It looks 
like you're doing two wrong 
things. Watch that front leg 
and keep that arm in close.’ 
And Mack straightened out 
right away. Of course those 
aren't the only things that 
make you wild, but they were 
McDermott’s troubles. Usually 
you can study and help a pitch- 
er.” 

Mike was a pitcher himself, 
and a catcher. He could play 
any position. And he'd pitch 
or catch every day, or play the 
infield or outfield. Or if the in- 
field needed rolling, he'd arrive 
at the park early and do that. 

One spring, while 
a minor league club for the 
Red Sox, he arrived at the 
home ball park with his squad 
and found the clubhouse, lock- 
ers, dressing rooms and show- 
ers were filthy, untouched over 
the winter. He dismissed the 
squad, called for buckets, mops 
and scrubbing brushes, round- 
ed up helpers, and did a lot of 
the scrubbing himself to tidy 
up the club quarters. 

“I couldn't ask a ball club of 
mine to use a clubhouse in that 
condition,” Mike explained. 

Mike isn't looking for a job. 
He's happy with the Boston 
Fed Sox. He has turned down 
several offers from other clubs.

When 
this broke down, the administra- 
tion attempted to ‘hold the line’ 
with an over-all ceiilng, as had 
originally been recommended. By 
‘then the damage had been done. 


“With the war’s end, we scut- 
tled and ran. The process of in- 
flation by pressure groups was 
given whirl after whirl—with the 
end not yet in sight. 


“Millions have been penalized 
thorugh a cruel reduction of their 
| purchasing power. Was that just, 

or fair? 

“W 
from this inflation? 

“Only recently increased old- 
age pensions were voted. This 
justly recognized that since 1939 
living costs have risen aroynd 60 
per ,cent. What good will in- 
creasing pensions do unless the 
spiral of inflationary policies and 
deficit spending are halted and 
pressure groups fought off? 


“Every form of saving has been 
depreciated—life insurance, gov- 
ernment bonds, thrift accounts, 
‘annuities and pension funds. 
Week after week, bit by bit, these 
sums were put aside by millions 
of persons for their old age, for 
buying a home, for sending a 
child to college. To the extent 
that these savings are cheapened, 
the ability of these millions to 
care for themselves and their 
families is weakened. They have 
been made more dependent upon 
the government. They have been 
made more insecure. 


“Yet, all this has been done in 
the name of ‘security.’ 


“Gospel of Security.” 


“This false gospel of security 
through deficit financing is evi- 
dence of bad thinking habits. If 
men and women are to provide 
for their futures, they ‘must be 
able to put aside part of the earn- 
ings of their most productive 
years and be assured those earn- 
ings will not be wipe out. Saving 
is the first bulwark of security. 
Inflation is the worst enemy of 
saving. 

“In Soviet Russia, the people 
saved up their rubles, the accu- 
mulated sweat and hopes of a gen- 
eration of work and deprivation. 
Then, ruthlessly, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment slashed the value of the 
ruble to one-tenth. For all Rus- 
Sians over 40, nothing was left but 
to work at a bare subsistence 
level until they died. They could 
never hope to regain the savings 
their government had wiped out. 

“In eastern Europe, the Com- 
munists have demonstrated an- 
other form of tyranny — near- 
feudal slavery through inflation. 
Farmers, for example, are paid 
liberally for their crops. After 
‘the crops are collected the money 
is ruthlessly depreciated. To get 
working credit for a new crop, 
the farmer is compelled to join 
‘a Communist-dominated organiza- 
‘tion which controls his planting 
and returns,

In this country when the 
recent war ended, the apostles of 
bigger and better deficits pre- 
dicted a calamitous depression. 
Ten million were to be unem-

fear against the American people,

for and got tax reductions. In- 
flationary increases in prices and 
wages necessarily followed. 


“I opposed reducing excess | 
profits taxes after the war, an 
action which, to date, has cost | 
the Treasury 30 tc. 40 billion dol- | 
lars. Even before the war ended, 
I stated that for at least five and | 
possibly seven years after the | 
war, there would be more work | 
than there were minds and hands | 
to do—no matter what the Gov- | 
erntment did or did not do. After | 
that it depended upon the peace.

land’s fruit crop during an abnor- 
mal cold spell which hit the state 
this spring. 

George Brancato, chief of the 
United States Weather Bureau 
here, said the propellers, mounted 
on trucks and towed through or- 
chards, served to mix the warm 
blanket of air 50 to 100 feet 
above the earth with the colder 
layer at the surface.

prize, was found dead in a pond 
near his country home here yes- 
terday.

Relatives said the 64-year-old 
author had been ill and recently 
appeared despondent. No notes 
were found. 

The body was found after 
Fletcher’s sister, Mrs. D. D. Terry, 
wife of a former Arkansas con- 
gressman, reported her brother 
had wandered away.

JOHNSON SAYS SOVIET 


Hope to Conquer by Forcing 
Nation to Overspend, He 
Tells Kiwanians. 


MIAMI, Fla., May 11 (UP)— 
Secretary of Defense Louis John- 


son said today that Russia hopes 
to conquer the United States by 
“making us overspend ourselves 
on national defense until our 
economy is wrecked.” 

Johnson read a relatively mild 
speech to the Kiwanis convention.

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| This Time The Anti-Trust Law 


Won A Case Against A&P 


As almost everyone now knows, the anti-trust lawyers in Washington have brought a civil suit to destroy A&P. 
They ask the courts to order the dissolution of this company. 
They say that this suit is based on the fact that they won a suit against us at Danville, Illinois, in 1946. 


They did. In that case, Federal Judge Walter C. Lindley made a decision against A&P. 


Immediately thereafter, in a letter explaining his decision, Judge Lindley wrote: 


“I have not condemned the A&P system. 


I have not made a finding which could 


be the basis for a suit of dissolution.” 


So, now we have the anti-trust lawyers saying that their suit to dissolve A&P is based on Judge Lindley’s decision; 
while Judge Lindley himself says his decision could not be the basis for a suit of dissolution. 


In previous ads we told you about the cases against A&P which the anti-trust lawyers lost. We promised to tell 
you about this case they won. Here is the story of the Danville case 


What Judge Lindley Objected To 


At Danville, the anti-trust-lawyers made all of the charges which they are again making 
against A&P today. They were substantially the same charges they had made and dropped 
at Dallas, Texas, after four federal judges had objected to some of them as “inflammatory.” 
In his decision, Judge Lindley was critical of some of our activities. He threw some of 
the charges out of court. He did not make any decision on others. 


He even took occasion to praise A&P for the efficient job of food distribution it had done. 
Judge Lindley said: 

“To buy, sell and distribute to a substantial portion of 130,000,000 people, one 
and three-quarter billion dollars worth of food annually at a profit of 114 cents 
on each dollar, is an achievement one may well be proud of. 

“No place in the world I take it are people so well fed as in the United States. No- 
where else, | suppose, do food distributors accomplish efficient distribution at so 
low a margin of profit. In contrast, we are told in other nations the problem is not 
one of an adequate diet but one of no diet at all.” | 


But Judge Lindley did find us in violation of the Sherman Act. He based his ruling on the 
dual role played by our fresh fruit and vegetable buying subsidiary, the Atlantic Commission 
Company, whereby that organization acted both as buying agent for A&P and as selling 
agent for growers. 


Judge Lindley said: 

“If I assume for the purpose of disposition of this case that in general the policy 
of A&P was to operate within the law and attribute to defendants a desire to 
comply with the law, there still remains the conscious, knowing adoption by all 
defendants of a plan of action by the Atlantic Commission Company affecting 
every department of A&P and every retail store which cannot be squared with 
the intent and purpose of the act.” 

In his letter explaining the decision, Judge Lindley wrote: “J have condemned their prac- 
tices through the Atlantic Commission Company.” 


Judge Lindley imposed fines totaling $175,000. When his decision was upheld by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Chicago, we paid the fines. This ended the case—but we did not stop there.

What We Did To Correct This 


In the light of the decision, we immediately set about reviewing our activities to be sure 
that there could never again be any criticism of our operations. 


First, the Atlantic Commission Company abandoned the dual role to which Judge Lindley 
objected and which he said was the basis of his decision against us. 


We did this even though the Atlantic Commission Company had been licensed for 
many years by the United States Department of Agriculture to act as both a buyer 
and seller of fresh fruits and vegetables. 


The Atlantic Commission Company now only buys for A&P. In other words, we stopped 
doing the thing which Judge Lindley said put us in violation of the Sherman Act. 


We made additional changes in other methods of operation which Judge Lindley 
had questioned at Danville, even though he did not base his decision on them. 


We did even more than this! 


We went down to Washington and asked the anti-trust lawyers what else they thought 
we should do to conform to their new interpretation of the vague anti-trust laws. 


The only answer we ever got was that we should break up this company! 


Despite their claim that they were not opposed to A&P’s size, they insisted that 
we destroy this size. 


Despite their claim that they were not opposed to our manufacturing operations, 
they insisted that we get rid of our factories which produce many of the fine foods 
you buy at A&P. 


Despite their claim that they were not opposed to our low prices, they insisted that 
we destroy many of the efficiencies that make these low prices possible. 


In other words, they insisted upon the dissolution of A&P. 


We were still trying to find out from the anti-trust lawyers what else they thought 
we should do to conform to the law when they filed the current suit to destroy A&P 


Why, Then, Do They Want To Put A&P Out Of Business? 


Ever since this suit was filed, the anti-trust lawyers have been making damaging statements 
that could seriously hurt our business if they were believed by the public. 


They say that we were found guilty at Danville of all the charges they are making today. 


This is not true. Judge Lindley did not sustain all of the charges of the anti- 
trust lawyers. 


They say this suit is designed to enforce the law. 
But A&P has clearly demonstrated its sincere desire to abide by the spirit, as 
well as the letter of the law. 


THE GREAT ATLANTIC & 


They say they are seeking to “enjoin” A&P from engaging in certain “alleged” practices. 
Actually, the whole purpose of this suit is not to “enjoin” us, but to put us out 
of business. 

They say that this suit for dissolution is based on the decision handed down by Judge 

Lindley in Danville. 

But Judge Lindley has said of his decision: “I have not made a finding which 
could be the basis for a suit of dissolution.” 

What, then, is the real reason why the anti-trust lawyers want to destroy this company,

. Economist Looks for Decline 


in Demand and Costs— Chase Bank 
Expert Expects Further Boosts. 


By SAM DAWSON 

NEW YORK, May 11 (AP) — 
Another geries of price increases 
here and there this week sharp- 
ens the debate over the prospects 
of inflation becoming a household 
word again. 

Here is the packet of news: 

Wool futures prices. in New 
York at a new seasonal high; 


mills bidding on Government 
orders for fabric now ask as much 
as 45 cents a yard more than 
they did last October; the Sydney 
(Australia) market strong, with 
the world supply of fine wools 
tightening. 

Metals on the rise again; zinc 
up another half-cent to 12 cents a 
pound; copper price advances 
rumored, as the price of brass and 
copper products goes up; steel 
scrap firm after recent price ad- 
vances; tin up again. 

Tire prices expected to go up 
about 5 per cent within a month; 
natural rubber prices, up 40 per 
cent since last fall, holding fair- 
ly steady at the new highs; 


|} natural latex, the liquid rubber 


from which foam rubber products 
are made, now 35 cents a pound 
against 21 last summer; prospects 
for higher prices for latex 
products — automobile cushions, 
mattresses and pillows. 

Wheat, Corn, Beef Higher. 

Dressed pork prices up sharply 
this week; hogs inching up re- 
cently; spot prices for wheat, 
corn, beef, higher Tuesday; cocoa 
prices, up 20 per cent in six 
weeks, still higher Tuesday, 
putting a squeeze on the candy 
maker. 

Gasoline prices holding firm 
after their recent climb to new 
highs in many parts of the coun- 
try; eastern fuel oil dealers an- 
nouncing that this summer they 


will not, give’ any price discounts’ 


to lure householders into filling 
up their tanks early. 

Whisky drinkers being told 
once more that the price of 
scotch is likely to hold where it 
is because of an unsatisfied world 
demand for limited supplies; but 
some brands of bourbon have 
come down in price recently. 

Vacuum packed 
ever, continues to weaken in 
price under the determined re- 
sistance of the housewife; further 
cuts of 2 or 3 cents a pound this

been unable to move their stocks. | 


Debate on Inflation. 


But with several of the various |; 


wholesale commodity price in- 
dices at their highest level since 
late 1948, the debate over the 
strength of the inflationary trend 
grows louder. 

Observers point out that in 
most instances prices have not 
climbed back anywhere near 
their postwar highs. Even the 
rampant metals are still well be- 
low their peaks in spite of the 
recent steady recovery. 

The wholesale price index of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
more general than most other 
indices and therefore less senti- 
tice, is climbing again but is 
still one per cent below a year 
ago and 10 per cent below the 
postwar high of mid-1948. 

Conflict of Views. 

Inflation is on the march again, 
says D. W. Michener, director of 
research for the Chase National 
Bank of New York. He has his 
eye more on the money market 
than the commodity pits. He sees 
credit expansion at record high; 
farm prices held high by the Gov- 
ernment; foreign aid keeping ex- 
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ports above their natural level; 
housing boomed by federal ap- 
propriations; and easy money 
policies in the ascendancy. 

On the other hand, Dr. Mar- 
cus Nadler, finance professor at 
New York University, admits in- 
flationary forces are inherent in 
the economy, but says the indi- 
cations are strong that further 
increases in commodity prices 
and the cost of living will be 
slow. Increasing costs of pro- 
duction are more _ inflationary 
than the federal deficit financing 
policies, Nadler says. But this is 
likely to lead to a decline in de- 
mand, followed by a decline in 
prices and profits, and a rise in 
unemployment. 

“So,.in this view, what might be 
gained in lowered cost of living, 
might be lost in income.

Today, just as when the first 
sentient man walked upon earth, it is the same en- 
ergy from the same sun, carried up to us through 
the food chains of the soil-water-plant-animal cycle, 
which makes human life possible. 
* * 

ONE DOES NOT have to think deeply to real- 
ize that bread does not originate in the bakery, nor 
beef in the butcher shop nor vegetables on the 
grocer’s shelf. Each comes, as do all the absolute 
essentials of life, from the land. Nor can one much 
blame the city dweller for forgetting these things. 
He is, after all, insulated from the earth by side- 
walks of cement and shut off from the green land- 
scape by the brick walls of office buildings. Yet 
even we who live on the land, now that we have 
become production specialists with lockers, re- 
frigerators and deep-freezes, are prone to forget 
where our food comes from. We roar across our 
fields on the seat of a tractor with our heads en- 
veloped. in exhaust fumes. No longer do we walk 
in the furrow with the sun on our backs; conscious 
of each plant that the plow turns under, of the 
rich life that exists in good soil, of the blackbird 
following along behind us to pick up his morning 
meal. If we don’t watch out, we're apt to find 
ourselves believing that it is the noise of our 
passage which makes the corn grow; and this is 
a conceit in which farming loses its real meaning. 

* * 

IT IS IMPOSSIBLE for the man or woman with 
an interest in natural history to. fall into, such 
errors as these. Such a person, be he countryman 
or bank teller, has a firm grasp upon the realities 
of life. He need not be a scientist, a trained botan- 
ist, ornithologist or agricultural expert to develop 
that perception which gives meaning to the won- 
ders of nature. He needs only curiosity and a 
keen eye. The bird life in a city park, the weedy 
growth on a vacant lot, the earthworms in a garden, 
the plant and animal life processes in a cow 
pasture; all of these have meaning. In all of them 
we may study the means by which nature achieves 
her ends of form and existence. Thus it is that an 
occasional farmer, though not nearly enough farm- 
ers, can contribute as much to agricultural science 
as the most skilled technidian working in the 
laboratory. ”

IT IS EASY TO SEE from the foregoing that 
there are no limits set for the amateur naturalist 
and that fascinating fields for study lie mo farther 
away than one’s own dooryard, Nor do I méan 
‘by this a mere re-cataloguing or verification of 
fact already established by professional authority, 
for in the Whole area of the natural sciences are a 
thousand fields which have barely been glimpsed 
through gates which some amateur may swing wide 
open. 

Here is the kind of thing which it seems to me 
that a farmer might find it interesting to specu- 
late upon. Most of the wildflowers which we write 
about each spring grow out in the woodland along 
the limestone bluff above our creek. There are 
perhaps 400 kinds of them, from March until frost, 
growing in constant succession or in direct com- 
petition. There are, in addition, perhaps 100 spe- 
cies of shrubs and 40 kinds of trees. Here is, 
obviously, the kind of life community toward which 
nature builds when man does not interfere. The 
animal life in this area is as rich as the plant life 
and consists of many kinds of songbirds, rabbits, 
squrrels, foxes, raccoon, opossum; not to mention 
the insects, small rodents and reptiles such as 
frogs, lizards, skinks, turtles and snakes. Deer 
browse the area from time to time and now and 
then we permit a small amount of carefully man- 
aged grazing. There is a thick layer of humus 
on the ground, rich and moist and filled with a 
hundred life forms too small for the eye to see. 

x 

HERE IS THE LIFE CYCLE at its best. Here 
is a “biotic community” created by nature to make 
maximum use of inorganic materiais from the soil 
and of the energy of the sun to support a rich and 
complex life structure. Might not a farmer draw 
some interesting conclusions from such a land- 
scape? Not far away from this woodland are many 
examples of how man uses the land with an almost 
absolute lack of comprehension of its life-produc- 
ing-potential. Here is a field planted to wheat, as 
it has been for many year past. It was plowed up 
and down the hill, sowed up and down the hill. 
Last .winter. the drill-rows turned -to small gullies 
which :joined to make larger gullies. How many 
tons of the thin remaining topsoil left that field 
to go down the creek, I woujd not venture to say. 
Certainly there is no richness of humus here, nor 
of life wtihin the soil. 

There is a sense of husbandry which has as yet 
been grasped by far too few Americans and it is 
a thing which goes beyond the crop we produce. 
There is a perceptive faculty which we must de- 
velop to read the lessons of nature. When we learn 
these things, the whole vast accumulation of knowl- 
edge which is science will take on new meaning 
a we will begin to understand the world we 

ve in.

Outdoor Cooking: A Man's Business [or te recor 
Just Keep the Little Woman Out of the Act, Then Get on With the Steaks

HE sedson for outdoor cook- 
T ing has rolled around again, 

and the first rule to memorize 
is this: Outdoor cooking always 
has been and always will be a 
man’s business. So the best thing 
you can do, if you're going to 
have a few friends in for some 
backyard steaks, is give the Little 
Woman 10 bucks and tell her to 
go get a permanent. 
that will keep her out of the way 
for a few hours. 

The average Little Woman not 
Only doesn’t understand outdoor 
cooking, she wants to fancy things 
up. The outdoors is no place for 
dainty hors d’ouevres. If you're 
going to give your friends one of 
your super-de luxe steaks, give 
them something s6lid and easy 
to fix to hold them off until the 
meat is done. A big bowl of raw 
vegetables is good—a bowl of 
radishes, carrots, cauliflower, on- 
ions and so forth, and be sure 
they’re cold and crisp. Along 
with this you might have lying 
around where people can get at it 
a cheese spread made of crezm 
cheese, flavored with salt, a little 
pepper and some chopped parsley 
and chives. A teaspoon of French 
mustard adds a distinctive flavor 
to such a spread.

NOW WE COME to the matter 
of meat, which is the body and 
soul of any outdoor meal. No 
matter how well-schooled you are 
in buying for the family, the out- 
door deal presents a different 
problem. So I’m going to list for 
your convenience some of the 
various cuts I have found most 
successful. 

The tenderloin is, of course, the 
choicest cut of all and as delicate 
as anything you want to prepare 
on an outdoor grill. It may be 
grilled whole, or sliced and used 
for steak sandwiches or individual 
service. A good-sized tenderloin 
requires from 25 to 45 minutes of 
cooking, depending on the size. A 
good rule is 10 to 12 minutes per 
pound. A _ good-sized tenderloin 
weighs from six to eight pounds 
and should serve eight to 10 
persons.

Rub the ribs with garlic and 
brush them with olive oil. Brown 
them slowly over the charcoal, 
and have a pitcher of water 
handy to discourage the charcoal 
if it gets away from you and be- 
gins to flame. Baste them con- 
stantly with barbecue sauce, of 
which there are many variations, 
one of the best of which is made 
like this: 

Mix three-fourths of a cup of 
ketchup with two and a half tea- 
spoons of prepared mustard and 
two tablespoons of granulated 
sugar. Add a dash of Worcester- 
shire sauce, a half cup of cider 
vinegar and place the sauce in a 
pan over a low flame. Let it 
simmer, but not boil, for 10 min- 
utes. 

In another pan gently brown a 
chopped green pepper and a large 
Chopped onion and a half can of 
finely chopped sweet pickle. 
Brown it in two tablespoons of 
melted butter. 

Now add the contents of the 
first pan and let the works sim- 
mer for five minutes. Add a tea- 
spoon of lemon juice about a 
minute before you take it off the 
fire. Ae

burger cooked outdoors over char- 
coal, or any kind of fire for that 
matter, tastes so much better 
than a hamburger cooked in the 
kitchen.

In the 
meantime, here is hamburger for 
outdoor cooking which will make 
you forget your troubles: 

Start with two pounds of 
chopped sirloin. Mix in one and 
a half teaspoons of salt, a tea- 
spoon of pepper, a pinch of 
thyme, and a slight pinch of sage. 
Mix in next a tablespoon of onion 
juice and form the meat into 
thick, man-sized patties. 

When you serve them be sure 
the buns are toasted and there 
sliced tomatoes, 
dill pickle, sliced onions and 
anything else a man might like 
in his hamburger handy.

Playing Canasta to Win

HEN do you match the op- 
W oonents melds? Canasta is 

full of ifs, ands, and buts, 
and no rule is without its excep- 
tion (including this one, as the 
philosophers say); but there are 
some general principles it may 
pay to follow. 

Let’s say you hold this hand: 


You have just drawn. Previous- 
ly you made the initial meld for 
your side, and none of your cards 
match your or your partner's pre- 
vious melds. The pack is not 
frozen, both sides having melded. 
Your righthand opponent has just 
melded three nines and a joker. 

Your own three nines become 
so much deadwood in your hand. 
You can’t discard them; if you 
discarded a nine, an opponent 
would immediately grab the pack 
and at the same time carry his 
meld of nines a bit farther toward 
a canasta. 


So there seems*to be no ap- 
parent reason to hold the nines, 
It would be quite a plausible ar- 
gument that you should meld 
them and get them out of your 


hand—give your partner a park- 
ing place for any nine he might 
happen to have or draw—and in- 
cidentally score 30 points. 

Everyone knows that 30 points 

more or less don’t mean much in 
a Canasta game, but it is still 
better to have them count for you 
than to have them count against 
you. 
, Nevertheless it seldom pays to 
meld your nines too fast. Wait 
for a round or two, anyway. May- 
be the opponents will build their 
meld of nines up to a canasta; if 
they do, and if latew the pack is 
small or worthless, your nines 
may become safe discards. Maybe 
by throwing them one nine you 
can sacrifice a worthless pack and 
save a later big’one. Any number 
of things may happen to make 
your nines worth while in your 
hand instead of on the table. Ca- 
nasta is a game of watchful wait- 
ing; it almost always pays to wait 
one round or perhaps two, and 
see. 

Question: If both sides go over 
5000 on the same deal, who is 
the winner of the game (assum- 
ing there was a flat bet on win- 
ning the game)? 

Answer: Since time immemori- 
al, it has been considered against 
public policy for writers on games 
to give rulings “to settle bets.” 
Since there no bonus for win- 
ning the game in Canasta, the 
game is a draw if both sides have 
the same score after figuring to 
the nearest hundred; that is, 5085 
and 5060 draw, since each counts 
as 5100.

Caroline Risque Janis Thinks Ex-Students' Exhibition in Her Honor Is Wonderful; She ‘Loves Them All’

‘6 GOOD teacher has to have 
A what you might call elec- 
tricity,” says Caroline 
Risque Jaris. “You have to sweep 
people along with what's in you, 
and if you do it right, it drains 
and deflates you. When you’ve 
finished, you're only a human be- 
ing, not an artist.’ 

Because she has been a good 
teacher and apparentiy has quali- 
fied high in the ranks of human 
beings as well, Caroline Risque 
Janis, teacher of sculpturing at 
John Burroughs School, is being 
henored by an exhibition of the 
work of 30 former students who 
have made their mark in sculp- 
ture. 

In an announcement of the ex- 
hibition, which opened at the 
Artists’ Guild May 8 and will be 
on display through May 29, they 
pay tribute to: “Mrs. Janis... 
she was our beginning. With wis- 
dom and inspiration she has en- 
couraged imagination and accom- 
plishment; with love she has fos- 
tered growth. This exhibition is 
for her.”’ 

“Isn't it a wonderful thing 
they've done?” Mrs, Janis said 


happily, as we sat in her sculp- : 


ture-filled office. ‘“Doesn’t it 
show what sort of dispositions 
they have?” . 

Tiny, frail, gray-haireo Mrs. 
Janis had just given considerable 
clues to her own disposition, on 
a tour of her ltepartment, in which 
she fluttered and darted from 
piece to piece, making every blob 
of clay, every glazed animal or 
modeled head seemingly come 
alive as she admired them. 

“Isn't this good for a seventh- | 
grader?” her running commen- 
tary would go. “And this one 
here—it’s good for any grade. He 
calls it, ‘The Castaway.’ Doesn't 
it look just like something out 
of Conrad? ... The girl who did 
this goat didn’t like it at all, but 
I think it’s a very good goat. 
. . . This one’s the girl’s patron 
saint. She’s going to bury it for 
two weeks to make it look an- 
tique ...I1 told her I did that 
in Paris once ... This is going to 
be a bird bath with the water 
coming out of the fish’s mouth 
—isn’t that a clever idea? Oh, I 
let them try anything if they’re 
willing to work hard at it.”

“Of 
course, you can’t make a hard and 
fast dictum about an artist be- 
cause you don’t know what great, 
moving experience he may have 
that will bring out something 
that’s lying fallow.

when it’s there.” 

Talented or not, she “loves 
them all,” and firmly says, “I 
don’t think you could teach any- 
one you don’t love.” 

“If there’s any credit to me as 
a teacher,” she adds, “I owe it 
to Mrs. William A. Hardaway, a 
friend of my mother’s and a 
thoroughly outgoing, _ selfless 
woman. She’s 96 now and lives 
with her son, Brig Gen. Hard- 
away. I was a frail, sickly child, 
and Mrs. Hardaway used to take 
the trouble to talk with me, not 
as you'd talk down to a child, but 
about everything. She’d show 
me a caterpillar and how it made 
a cocoon and turned into a 
butterfly. She'd teach me bot- 
any, all about sepals and petals. 
I learned through her that teach- 
ing is sharing your enthusiasm 
with others.” 


Her own ‘sculpture work began 
at a precocious age, when she 
would get clay from foundation 
diggings and fire it in the nursery 
fireplace. When she was five her 
work led to a certain public hu- 
miliation. 

She had made a clay coffee mill 
at school, a lovely thing complete 
with bent wire handle. The nurse 


dispatched to bring home two 
children on the street car and 
juggle the baby while doing it, 
dropped the coffee mill and broke 
it. Its creator set up a howl, the 
other children joined in, and the 
result was that the motorman de- 
posited them all on the street six 
blocks from home and the nurse 
promptly resigned.

family, she led a happy shel- 
tered life except for recurring 
rheumatic fever. When she grad- 
uated from Hosmer Hall she was 
offered an art scholarship but her 
health prevented her from taking 
it. She did study at St. Louis 
School of Fine Arts, then dropped 
painting and concentrated on 
sculpture in Paris and at the Art 
League in New York, with excel- 
lent results. 

“T’ve gotten lots of prizes,” she 
says, almost carelessly, and with- 
out vanity, “but I’ve forgotten just 
what and when. And now I’m 
not nearly so interested in myself 
as in others.” 

At one time she swore “there 
were two things I'd never do— 
teach and wash diapers.” A few 
years after her marriage to Julian 


Janis, the birth of their daughter, 
and a stint of diaper washing, she 
took back both vows. Her daugh- 
ter, Aline, was in Community 
School, and Mrs. Janis began 
taking clay to school and helping 
the children model for fun. 

John Burroughs School was 
new then and had no art depart- 
ment,” she said, “so they asked 
me to start one. I said, ‘Certain- 
ly not,’ but they kept gnawing at 
me and finally I agreed to come 
one day a week. 


That was in 1929, and since 
then she has threatened annually 
to retire, but always there has 
been a new promising group of 
students to watch. Annually, her 
best students have gone on to 
the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts and won the biggest 
prizes, the Cresson fellowships, 
the Prix de Rome and others. 
Sometimes, parents have object- 
ed to sculpturing as a career 
and an unhappy decision has had 
to be made. 

“But I believe if it doesn’t 
come out, it sometimes comes 
out in their children,” Mrs. Janis 
says. “That awareness of all the 
imponderable things that can be 
expressed in form, that thing that 


raises man above an animal, can’t 
be lost.” 

She believes there is little dif- 
ference in talent between boys 
and girls, and loves watching 
their reaction on each other and 
its resultant effect: on their art. 

“They go through a stage in 
the ninth grade when the boys 
throw clay at the girls and the 
girls giggle, and that’s a handi- 
cap,” she says, “but it’s far out- 
weighed by the time when they 
start appreciating each other, 
their looks, the way they walk 
and hold their heads.” 
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EVERAL years ago Mrs. Jan- 

is’s department was recog- 

nized as one of the four best 
in the country with a Carnegie 
Foundation award. But she feels 
her best results are in the work 
done by students after they leave 
her. The works assembled for the 
exhibition by R. Richard Duhme 
Jr., head of the sculpture depart- 
ment of Washington University, 
and Margery Dodson, now assist- 
ant at John Burroughs, were col- 
lected from Paris to California. 
One of the students whose work 
is shown was killed in the war, 
Elmore Cave (“A boy who got all 
the prizes ... and who wanted to 
spend his life making statues of 
men working, glorifying man’s 
labor,” Mrs. Janis says of him.) 
Others exhibiting include Mrs. 
Janis; her daughter, who now lives 
in Santa Fe, N.M.; Ann Van Dyke 
Brereton, Margot Clark, Martin 
Schweig Jr.. Mandy Hawkins 
Biggs, Merna Lazier, Helen Long- 
mire, Mary Love, Barry Mendle. 
Ann Bretzfelder Post, Mary Reed, 
Nancy Scott Riesmeyer, Mary 
Schmoeller, Jane Lammert. Mar- 
garet Cox Scott, Joan Spencer, 
William Talbot, Dorothy Werber, 
H. Richard Duhme Jr., Betty 
Rickey Wolff, Carol Cook, Mar- 
gery Dodson, Richard Frazier.

None of us could have gone 
on professionally without her.”

South thought for a long time 
before passing at five hearts, but 
he concluded (regretfully but 
logically) that he could not count 
on finding the proper material in 
partner’s hand. I! orth might well 
have the A-K of spades and either 
the heart or the club ace, but 
there was no ground for feeling 
that the all-important diamond 
suit would find support, and if 
South had to finesse for the dia- 
mond king or depend on ruffing 
out the suit, he figured to come to 
grief because North was marked 
with no more than three hearts. 
Thus, fearing to risk a vulnera- 
ble game, South restrained him- 
self. . 

There was, of course, little dif- 
ficulty in making six hearts. West 
led a club, won by dummy’s ace. 
The diamond king was cashed: 
then South led a low heart and 
won with the king when East 
ducked. A low diamond ruff in 
dummy established South’s long 
suit, and on another heart lead, 
East was helpless. 

Now back to the bidding. South 
undoubtedly would have reached 
the slam if he had adopted a dif- 
ferent approach. .nstead of using 
Blackwood, he should have 
jumped to five hearts over North's 
three hearts; and North, with the 
precise cards that he could easi- 
ly see would be of value—particu- 
larly the diamond king—would 
have had every reason to go, on 
to the slam.

Confident Living 


Handling Disappointment 


By Norman Vincent Peale 


FAMOUS neurologist, in 

treating his patients, has 

discovered a new kind of 
prescription. It’s described by 
Grenville Kleiser in his inter- 
esting book, “Make Your Life 
Worth Living.” He -tells how 
this doctor writes a few words 
on a card and instructs the pa- 
tient to commit them to mem- 
ory, repeating them until they 
are indelibly printed on the 
subconscious mind: “Trust in 
the Lord with all thine heart; 
and lean not upon thine own 
understanding. In all thy ways 
acknowledge Him, and He shall 
direct thy paths.” 

This is sound advice all of us 
need. Many of opr troubles are 
caused by what appears to be 
the frustration and futility of 
existence. We have desires we 
never realize, ambitions we 
never attain. Dreams fade‘with- 
out fulfillment, objectives be- 
come elusive. To some, as a 
result, life becomes a heavy 
burden, often an intolerable 
one. Hope disappears; a gnaw- 
ing disappointment eats at their 
mental effectiveness.

A WELL-KNUWN physician 
tells me, “People would be 
healthier, live longer, do better 
work if they could simply learn 
to handle their disappointments 
skilifully.” 

I once told my congregation 
the story of an extraordinarily 


. successful business woman who 


starts each day by praying and 
“putting the day in God's 
hands.” She says that by this 
practice she changes the word 
“disappointment” to read “His 
appointment.” “herefore she 
can suffer no real disappoint- 
ment, for His appointment is 
the right thing every time. She 
has found, so she says, that the 
will of God can never be a dis- 
‘appointment. 

Sitting in the congregation 
that Sunday was a man from 
out-of-town, charged with a 
serious responsibility. He was 
in New York to get financial 
support for an important under- 
taking. For days, he had been 
hammering at the door of a 
man whose answer was always 
“No.” When he heard me 
speak about this woman he de- 
cided to put the matter in the 
hands of God and ask Divine 
help in working out his prob- 
lem. Several days later, “out 
of the blue” (this was the way 
he put it, although you and I 
know it came from depths of 
*his consciousness) the name of 
another man entered his mind. 
He approached that man and, 
after some negotiation, suc- 
ceeded in his mission. 

It proved that all the time 
the door he had been trying 
to open was not the right door. 
In an effort to show him the 


_ proper direction and lead him 


to the right man, God had sent 
him a disappointment. Often 
God keeps saying, “No! No! 
No!” to get us finally to the 
right place. What seems a 
disappointment therefore not 
as defeat but as a guiding 


finger pointing.

» YOU MUST LEARN, too, to 
walk away from disappoint- 
ments and to forget them. 
There is a story about Thomas 
Carlyle and his “History of 
the French Revolution.” After 
working for six years on his 
manuscript, he took the fin- 
ished work to his friend, John 
Stuart Mill, and asked him to 
read it. Mill did so and realized 
that this was one of the great 
books of all time. Before he 
could return the manuscript, 
a maid threw it into the fire 
by aceident and it was de- 
stroyed. Mill had the un- 
pleasant task of telling Carlyle 
that this stupidity had cost him 
six years. of effort. Carlyle 
didn’t flinch. He calmly told 
Mill not to worry about it and, 
after Mill left, turned to his 
wife and told her how sorry he 
was for the worry it had 
caused Mill. Then he went 
back to work, s ng from the 
very beginning. The finished 
manuscript was an even 
greater book than the first. 
Carlyle walked away from ‘his 
disappointment. He didn’t give 
up, but was able to make a 
fresh start and carry through 
even more successfully. 
x * * 

ACTUALLY YOU CAN profit 
from disappointments if you 
don’t let them discourage you. 
When Thomas Edison was mak- 
ing his first battery, he was 
disappointed more than 50,000 
times in his experiments. Fi- 
nally, one of his associates 
asked, “Aren’t you discouraged 
by so many failures, Mr. Edi- 
son?” 

“Why no,” he replied. “I am 
making progress, for I have dis- 
covered 50,000 ways it can’t be 
done. Those are 50,000 experi- 
ments I don’t need to repeat.” 
Shortly thereafter he found the 
secret to his battery. 

So, if you want to handle 
your disappointments skillfully, 
resolve to do these things: 

1. Take every disappointment 
as a message from God and a 
guidepost pointing in a new di- 
rection. 

2. Walk away from the disap- 
poointments about which you 
can do nothing; you will know 
what they are. Write them off. 
Skip them. 

3. Think of disappointment as 
a teacher helping you to think 
out the right answer. Don’t 
give up. Keep thinking and 
working and believing. 

4. Trust in God with all your 
heart—all your heart.

HOSE beautiful strawberries 

in pint baskets which you have 

been seeing in market are 
very tempting. They are still 
rather expensive although cheaper 
than they have been. They make 
us long for shortcake but for this 
we must have plenty of fruit. 

We may find it better at this 
time of year to combine the 
berries with other fruit such as 
frozen or canned sliced peaches 
and the combination of flavors is 
good. For a special occasion we 
may like to form the dough jelly- 
roll style, fasten the ends to- 
gether on the baking sheet, and 
then to slash it. After it is baked 
the center may be filled with the 
fruit. Cream or a sauce may be 


served with it. 


Perhaps a biscuit mix will be 
used and, in this case, it is a good 
idea to cut in a little extra short- 
ening. As the name implies, a 
shortcake must be richer than a 
biscuit. This is true whether you 
use it in the usual fashion or ring- 
style. Let me remind you that for 
the standard shortcake, the dough 
should be divided in half, each 
formed into a round the size of 
the pans, then the lower layer 
should be spread with softened 
butter or margarine before the 
upper layer is adjusted over it.
